MINERS LUNGS 
BLACK AS COAL 


Physicians Tell Arbitrators. of 
‘the Uangers of the Work 


Lives of the Miners Are Shortened. 
One Man Coughed Up Coal Dust 
Nine Years After He Ceased 
To Work in the 
Mines. 


Scranton, Pa., November a-—The eco- 
nomic and sociological features of the 
anthracite coal industry and the effect 
employment in and about the mines has 
upon the health of the mine workers 
were the principal subjects brought be- 
fore the arbitration commission today by 
the attorneys of each side to the contro- 
versy. 

While there was an entire absence of 
oratory or brilliant cross-examination, 
which marked the proceedings during the 
last few days, the cross-examination, 
neverthejess, closely held the attention 
of the commissioners and they gained 
much information on the features touched 
upon by witnesses. 

The afternoon session was particularly 
interesting, as it prought out much ex- 
pert testimony on the question of the 
health of the mine workers. Three phy- 
sicilans, who have practiced in Scranton 
or Wlikesbarre, took the stand for the 
miners, and in substance testified that the 
occupation of a mine worker was ‘‘very 
unhealthful’’:and shortened life. 

One physician, Dr. Frank P. Lenahan, 


of Wilkesbarre, who says he has had a |. 


long experience among mine workers, tes- 
tified that fully 99 per cent of the men 
who work the mires are anaemic. Their 
health is impoverished and their general 
condition is below par, thus decreasing 
their earning powers. The principal ills 
suffered by the miners, the physicians 
said, were the miners’ asthma, rheuma- 
tism, lumbago and sciatica. 

The miners’ asthma comes from coal 
dust, powder smoke and vitigted air. Dr. 
John O'Malley, of Scranton, said that at 
postmortems he had seen miners’ lungs 
as black as. anthracite itself, and Dr. 
Lenahan testified he had personal know!l- 
edge of a man coughing up coal dust nine 
years after he left the mines. He said 
he had information that a man had 
coughed up coal dust fifteen years after 
he had left the mines. It also was stated 
that 90 per cent of miners who reach the 


age .of 60 years are. afflicted with seme 


form of rheumatism. 
Preacher on the Stand. 

The cross-examination of Rev. Dr. Peter 
Roberts, D.D., of Mahanoy, Pa:., who had 
studied the anthracite coal industry, and 
had written a book on the subject, ended 
today, and he left the witness stand 
shortly after the noon recess. He be- 
gan his testimony yesterday. Copious ex- 
tracts from his book were read and 
placed on record. Ex-Congressman Simon 
P. Wolverton. counsel) for the Reading 
company, read much of the matter per- 
taining to violence in the 1900 strike, and 
also read articles written by Dr. Roberts 
during the progress of the iate contest 
in which he described in strong language 
the acts of violence, intimidation and boy- 
cotting committed during that suspension, 
His articles spoke of some of these acts 
as “brutal outrages,’ and he also brand- 
ed the union’s action in calling out the 
steam men in June as “fool-hardy.”’ In 
explaining his articles, Dr. Roberts said 
that he did not wish to infer that the 
organization was responsible for all the 
lawlessness committed. The doctor said 
yesterday that newspaper accounts ex- 
aggerated-the amount of lawlessness in 
the coal regions, but Mr. Wolyerton’s 
reading of wr. Roberts’ description of 
serious acts of violence and boycotting 
afforded much amusement tor the attor- 
neys for the coal companies. 

Dr. Roberts gave it as his opinion that 
attempts to have non-union men form a 
separate organization were instigated by 
parties opposed to organized ‘labor.

In attempting to show that carelessness 


‘of the miners contributes materially to 


the danger of his occupation, Chairman 
Gray interposed with the remark that a 
margin of carelessness incident to human 
rature must be taken into account when

Luzon, one of the Spanish gun boats cap- 
tured at Manila by Admiral Dewey, is en 
route to New York with forty-eight of 
her men in arms. 

The vessel, which has been doing guard 
duty in the Philippines for about three 
vears, started recently for New York, 
proceeding from Manila via Singapore. 

Advices received at the war department 
indicate that on the trip at Singapore the 
machinery of the boat shifted badly, cre- 
ating a panic among the crew and causing 
a substantial mutiny. The result was the 
placing of forty-eight of her crew in irons. 

After her capture the Luzon was re- 
paired at Hong Kong, and it is said that 
the repairs were not properly made.

SLAUGHTER OF THE BIRDS. 


Startling Beport to the Union of 
Ornithologists. 

Washington. November 2.—The Ameri- 
can Ornithologists’ Union today decided 
to hold its next convention at Philadel- 
phia, November 16, 1903. The old commit- 
tee on bird protection was reappointed, 
with the addition of Willam F. Miller, of 
New Orleans, and Professor T. Eiberg 
Pearson, of North Carolina. 

Professor William Dutcher, of New 
York, chairman of the committee on pro- 
tection of North American birds, advo- 
cated an international conference for bird 
protection. 

The committee reported that 18,000 snow 
bunklins were recently found in cold stor- 
age in New York city, and that 40,000 
game birds, mostly sandpipers, were re- 
cently killed on the North Carolina coast 
for milinery purposes and their bodies 
thrown away. F 


DOG DIES FOR HIS MASTER. 


Schenken Was Attacked by Wolves 
and Dog Came to Rescue. 

Austin, Tex., November 20.—John 
Schenken, of Fredericksburg, was saved 
from death early today by the fidelity 
of his dog. Schenken was camping in a 
lene spot, 19 miles west of Austin, and 
early this morning he was attacked by 
a large pack of ravenous wolves.

EMBALMED BEEF 
-WILL BE TESTED 


At Will Be Tried by Govern- 
ment Exoert on Twelve 
Young Men, 


- Washington, November %.—Professor 
W. H: Whiley, chief of the -bureau of 
chemistry of the agricultural. department, 
next Monday will begin a series of experi- 
ments on twelve young men:in govern- 
ment.«mployment for the purpose of test- 
ing the physiological effects of using meat 
preserved with borax and other chemicals. 
The experiments will be made with a view 
to deciding what basis there is for the ob- 
jections of the German government to 
American meats on thé ground that the 
borax and other chemicals used in their 
preservation are injurious to public heaitb 

The twelve young’ men selected are 
volunteers, and all are young and vigor- 
ous. ‘Bach has‘pledged himself during the 
period the tests are to last to abstain 
from food amd drink except as it may 
be permitted by Professor. Wiley. They 


are nearly all of oe tah tere in the 
scfentine bureaus of the agricultural de> 7. 


partment. Six of them will be fed on 
‘‘pure”’ foods, untreated meats and vege- 
tables, while the other six whl partake 
of-.the same fare submitted to: chemical 
treatment. This arrangement will con- 
tinue for about tWo weeks and then the 
government boarders will change their 
diet, those not eating chemically treated 
food adopting such a regime, while. the 
others get untreated rations, and at the 
end of two weeks reversing their diet 
‘again. 

The men will be weighed before each 
meal and careful notes will be taken of 
their appearance each day. The last con- 
gress made an appropriation and author- 
ized the agricultural department to con- 
duct experiments to discover what effect, 
if any, the chemicals used on meats would 
have on human beings.

Newspaper Man Will Try for 
the While House 


In Furtherance of His Ambition He 
Will Establish Paper at Wash- 
ington—He Will Uphold 
Labor and the Common 
People. 


Washington, November 2.—(Special.)— 


William Randolph Hearst, editor of 
The New York Journal, The Chicago 
American and The San Francisco 


Examiner, is a candidate for the office of 
president of the United States, subject to 
the decision of the democrats and the 
vcters. He has been elected to congress 
from a New York city district, and will 
soon take up his residegpce In Washington, 
where he will establish another paper. 
which will be more of a political organ 
than a purveyor of news. It will be 
used with the other Hearst papers to 
push along the political ambitions of the 
proprietor, 

The idea has been well received by the 
men who make it their business to an- 
ticipate the wishes of the people. What 
is needed most by the party out of power 
is a man. Issues are sure to develop. To 
bring together the scattered and discord- 
ant elements, a new: man must be found, 
and Hearst staps to the front. 

He is without a political record save 
for the general policy of his pavers, 
which have been strongly in favor of 
labor and the common people. Then he 
has some millions back of him for the 
sinews of war. it is no new or sudden 
thought with Hearst. He is a young man 
of fixed ideas, and plans reaching far 
anead. With the stepping stone of his 
father’s wealth and presiige and the in- 
fluence of four great organs, he sees no 
reason why he should not aspire to the 
highest office in the land—and succeed. 
He figures that the chances are not so 
bright in 1904 as they will be four years 
later. By that time the two-term rule 
will have-eliminated Rooseveit; the dom- 
inant party will have made the ineyitable 
mistakes; factional differences will have 
caused divisions; the high wave of pros- 
perity will have subsided, and the coun- 
try will be ready for a change.

It was to that lady the letter 
Was written. In the letter Sheppard de- 
clared that the young lady had married 
the wrong man, saying: 

“God has appeared to me and told me 
so. I know you are going to be miserable 
and for that reason I am going to die. I 
had rather be dead than to see you un- 
happy. Had you married me all would 
have gone well. So goodby.” 

Sheppard was a young man of good 
appearance and some education. He was 
until a few months ago a merchant in 
@ small town near Sandersville, and was 
successful in business matters. After the 
young lady gave him the go-by he neg- 
lected his business until it went to pieces 
and then sold out. At the time of his 
death he had a few hundred dollars in 
bank. His brother expressed the opinfon 
that his dead brother's mind was unbal- 
anced. He denied that the dead man had 
done any wrong and that he was fleeing 
from the police.

Pastor of the First Methodist

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Immense Audience Gathers on Second Day’s Session 
of the North Georgia Conference--Able

at Night. 


The largest attendance of both mem- 
bers and visitors that has ever been wit- 
nessed at a meeting of the North, Georgia 
conference, according to the statement of 


“several old members, was seen at the sec- 


ond day’s session in the Firth Methodist 
church yesterday. Nearly every man 
who failed to answer to his name at the 
first roll call Wednesday was present 
yesterday, and the number of visitors 
Was 80 large that at one time Bishop 
Candler had to request many who had 
taken seats within the conference bar to 
vacate them for the ministers and mem- 
bers of the conference. 

The second business session yesterday 
was taken up with the passing of the 
characters of the ministers, the advanc- 
ing of the young preachers: to the differ- 
ent grades according to the manner of the 
examinations they had stood in the four 
years’ course of study, and the referring 
of the names of those who were thought 
to be ready for the superannuated list to 
the committee on conference relations. 

One of the striking features: of yester- 
day’s session was the talks made Dy the 
ola members of the cewuference, those sus- 
taining superannuated relations, when 
their names were called by the bishop 


that their characters might be passed. 
Some of these men have seen as many as 
forty-five and fifty years in the active 
service as ministers, and many ‘have 
been members of the conference for more 
than half a century. 

It is always customary to give the floor 
to these men when their names are call- 
ed that they may have an opportunity to 
speak on any subject they may desire. 


It is interesting to hear them speak of 
the many experiences and trials they have 
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had during thelr long service as minis- 
ters, and inspiring to see them happy and 
contented with their lot, seemingly con- 
scious of the fact that they have been 
faithful to the cause whicn they have 
espoused. 

Another interesting feature of the ses 
sion yesterday was the referring of thr 
names of some of the active members 
of the conference to the committee on 
conference relations, which usually means 
that they will be placed on the superan- 
nuated list, and thereby refired from the 
active service. 

According to the law of the church, 
after a man has been worn out in the 
service or on account of #ome injury is 
unable to work, he is placed on what is 
called the superannuated list, and is al- 
lowed a certain amount by the confer- 
ence every year for his support. Even 
though a man knows hé is getting old, 
yet he still thinks he is capable of doing 
as much work as ever, and quite often 
submits against his will to being placed 
on the retired list. 

Routine of Session. 

The conference was called to order by 
Bishop Candler promptly at 9 oclock 
yesterday morning. Rev. W. J. Cotton, 
of Newnan, led the devotional exercises 
by reading for a lesson a few verses from 
Matthew vii. 

Dr. J. W. Heidt, secretary, read the 
journal of the first business session, which 
was approved by the conference. 

On motion of Dr. C. E. Dowman, pre- 
siding elder of the Atlanta district, the 
conference reconsidered its action of yes- 
terday in regard to the board on Bible 
cause, and ordered that the new board 
begin its work, at this session of the con- 
ference, and then serve the four year- 
term thereafter. 

On hearing the report of J. H. Kirkland, 
president, and Wilbur F. Barclay, secre- 
tary of the insurance board of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, south, which 
recommended that no insurance company 
of the church be formed, but that the in- 
surance business of the church be placed 
in the hands of a company already form- 
ed, Rev. C. C. Cary introduced a resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, that the report 
be referred ‘to a special committee, Bishop 
Candler will appoint the special commit- 
tee today. 

Bishop Candler then continued the busi- 
ness under question No. 20, ‘“‘Are all the 
preachers blameless in their life and of- 
ficial business?’’

His 
presiding eider, Dr. Lovejoy, answered 
that there was nothing against him, but 
moved that his name be referred to the 
ccmmittee on conference relations with 
reference to his being. placed on the 
superannuated list. This motion was car- 
ried. Upon motion of Dr. Lovejoy the 
name of Rev. F. P. Brown, of Sharon, 
was referred to the committee on confer- 
ence relations. The name of Rev. San- 
ford Leak, of Locust Grove, was referred 
to the same committee on motion of Pre- 
siding Elder Robbins. Upon motion of 
Presiding Elder Glenn the name of Rev.

This left the bill open 
for amendments providing for a fran- 
chise tax and two were offered.

B-- Mr Candier, of DeKalb, Amend by 
adding the following to section 1 of the 
general tax act: 

“A. Every ‘special franchise’ owned, 
used, enjoyed or Heid in this state by 
any person or persons, joint stock assv- 
ciation, copartnersnip, conporation or 
company is nereby dewiared to be proper- 
ty subject to ad vaiorem taxation and 
shall ve returned for taxation, stale, 
county and municipal ag personal proper- 
ty to the proper authorities. ‘ihe term 
‘s ial " as used in this act, 
shall include every right and privilege 
gtanted to any person or persons, joint 
stock association, copartnership, corpora- 
tion orcompany, by the state or its author- 
ity or by any county orany county officer 
or Officers, or by any municipality or mu- 
nicipal authorities, for the exercise of the 
power of eminent domain or for the us 
of any .pwblic highway or street or any

And vetoed A special right granted 
by charter, resolution, by law, statute or

KING LEOPOLD 
DEFIES “REDS” 


Striking Address Made to 
the Deputies by the Bel- 
gian Ruler, 


Brussels, November 20.—King Leopold 
made a somewhat striking reply today 
to a deputation from the chamber, head- 
ed by the president, who presented his 
majesty with an address of congratula- 
tion on his escape Saturday from the 
anarchist’s bullet. After thanking the 
mapurres, the king continued: 


“The times are very troubled, Agita- 
tors are constantly stirring up their fol- 
lowers to disturb that order which is 
the guarantee of public liberties. With- 
out order only license remains, which 
leads inevitably to despotism. Those agi- 
tators find in their path firstly the heads 
of states. If they fail to reach them 
they attack their wives, as in the case 
of the horrible drama at Geneva. Their 
blows are also aimed at ministers, as in 
the case of Senor Canovas, and they also 
blow up the heads of private individuals, 
They want to intimidate us, but they will 
not succeed. 

“Even if they struck down the head of 
the state it would make no difference, as 
he would sdon be replaced. In addition 
to revolver shots they employ the n, 
which can-write what calumnies they 
please. I am now nearing the end of 
my life. I do not know how long I shall 
live—how long they will let me live—but 
I can assure you all the rest of my ex- 
istence will be devoted; within the limits 
of my constitutional powers, to the good 
of my country and the protection of its 
liberties.”’

De 
Rydzenski at first said Miss Gore com- 
mitted suicide, but subsequently declared 
the revolver went off accidentally. 

Consul General Gowdy is personally in- 
vestigating the death of Miss Gore, who 
was completing her musical education 
here and resided in the fashionable quarter 
of Passy. When found yesterday even- 
ing the victim. was unconscious and had 
a bullet wound ever her right eye. Two 
doctors were summoned to attend her, 
but she died without regaining conscious- 
ness.

was the result of an. accident during a 
scuffie for the possession of the weapon.

The senate also unanimously passed the 
“pill by the same senator changing the 
time for the meeting of the general as- 
eembly of Georgia from the fourth Wed- 
nesday in October of each year to the 
fourth Wednesday in June, beginning in 


198. 

The changes provided in both bills are 
of great importance and the two meas- 
yres will be transmitted to the house at 
once for a first reading and reference to 

_ appropriate committees. 

According to the bill cnanging the date 
of state elections these elections in fu- 
ture, if the bill becomes a law, will be 

held at the time the national elections 
eccur and will serve to cut down the 
number of different election held through- 
out the state. 
Changes Election Date. 

The bill providing for a change in the 
time of holding the state election stipu- 
jates “that the time of holding the elec- 
tion for governor, secretary of state, 
comptroller general, state treasurer, at- 
torney general, commissioner of agricul- 
ture, state school commissioner, prison 
commissioners, members of the general 
assembly. judges of the supreme and su- 
perior courts, solicitors general and ordi- 
naries, sheriffs, clerks of superior courts, 
¢ax collectors, tax receivers, county treas- 
yrers, county surveyors,’ coroners and all 
other officers elected on the first Wednes- 
gay in October by the people shall be 
elected on Tuesday after the first. Mon- 
day in November of the year in which, 
under the constitution and laws of this 
state, elections should be held, to fill 
such offices, beginning on Tuesday after 

' the first Monday in November, 1904, and 
biennially thereafter.”’ 


In the original bill, providing for a 


| change in the time of meeting of the -leg- 


jsilature, it was sought to have the gen- 
eral assembly convene on the _ second 
Tuesday in January, but the general ju- 
diclary committee unanim@usly adopted 
a substitute changing the time to June, 
and recommended that the bill in that 
shape be passed. According to the re- 
quirements of the bill the present legis- 
lature will meet again next summer in- 
gtead of the fall of 186, as-it weuld un- 
der tage present law. 

Inthe past efforts have been made to 
change the time for holding the sessions 
of the legislature from the fall to the 
summer, but up to this time bills look- 
ing to that end have failed of passage.

SIX BIG STILLS ARE DESTROYED 


Record-Breaking Raid on Moon- 
shiners in South Carolina. 

Greenville, 8S. C., November 20.—(Spe- 
clal.)—A record breaking raid was made 
last night by a party of revenue officers 
and state constables on the dark corner 
section of this county. 

The officers destroyed six large illicit 
distilleries, seventy-five fermenters, eigat 
thousand gallons of beer and mash, sixxty 
gallons of low wines. | 
‘Three of the stills were found in opera- 
tion, but the moonshiners in charge. es- 
caped. being warned by sentinels, of the 
approach of the raiding party, by signal 
yells and repeated firing of guns. 

The party was composed of Deputy Col- 

tctor Adams, Deputy Marshall Putnam 
and Constables Cooley, Alton and Bell.

They have 
twenty days left in which to secure these 
commissions, and the chances are they 
will be heard from in due time. 


New Agricultural School. 

N interesting bill was introduced in the 

house yesterday by Mr. Flynt. of 
Spalding. This measure provides for the 
establishment. at Griffin, near the state 
experiment station, of a new agricultural 
college, to. be known as the “Georgia 
Scientific and Industrial School.’”’ 

The people of ‘Griffin offer to give for 
the establishment of such a school the 
property in west Griffin, known as the 
Stone school an& the grounds ground it. 
It is provided that the new school] shall 
be connected with the state university at 
Athens, and shall be under the supervis- 
lon of the chancellor. 

The institution is to be devoted to agri- 
cultural education, and it is provided 
that each member of the legislature sha}} 
designate one beneficiary to attend this 
institution. 

The bill provides for an appropriation of 
$25,000, of which $15,000 shail be used, in 
constructing a domitory ap furnishing 
that and the school building, while the 
other $10,000 is to be used for mainten- 
ance for the first year. 


Wants Legislative Divorce. 
UNIQUE bill made is appearance in 
the house yesterday. Its author is Mr. 

Stanford, of Harris, and it provides that 
Mrs. Lula Munphy shal] be relieved of her 
marital diswhbilities. According to the bil] 
Mrs. Murphy is in rather an embarassing 
position.

Garner in Harris 
county, and the bill provides that her 
marital disabilities shall be removed and

Some’ Legislation of Interest. 
OME interesting proposed legislation 
made its appearance in the house yes- 

terday: Mr. Cromartie, of Appling, in- 
troduced a bill to pay all solicitors gen- 
eral in the state a salary of_$2,500 a year. 
each. This proposes to do away with 
the fee system altogether and put all these 
officials on a salary basis. 

An organization tax is proposed.by Mr. 
Candler, of DeKalb, on all corporations 
in the state. He introduced a bill pro- 
viding that every chartered corporation 
in the state snall pay an organization tax 
of one-twentieth of 1 per cent on end 
its capital stock now oufstanding or whfch 
may hereafter be issued, and that in no 
case shall this tax be less than $10 on 
any one corporation. The measure pro- 
poses a new plah of taxation and will 
unquestionably be watched with interest. 

The representatives from Fulton intro- 
duced a bill giving the town of Oakland 
City, opposite Fort McPherson; the right 
to increase its tax rate from one-half 
to three-fourths of 1 per cent. Oakland 
City finds that it needs more money and 
wants the legislature to providé% way to 
et it.

The United States Leather Company, 
commonly known as the Leather Trust, 
today domesticated itself in North Cara- 
lina, paying $600 fee on its $126,000,000 
capital. Its headquarters in North Caro- 
lina will be at Bryson City, Swain coun- 
ty, which county it will also pay $500. It 
is the largest corporation which has yet 
domesticated itself in North Carolina. 
This state did not provide any tax 
greater than that on a million dollars, so 
this corporation only pays on that sum.

Friends of the Nicaragua Route Are 
Greatly Encouraged at the Turn 
Affairs. Have Taken—WNo 
More Concessions to 
Colombia.

Washington; November 20.—The check 
in the negotiations with Colombia reéla- 
tive to the Panama canal Ras given great 
encouragement to tne friends of the Nica- 
ragua project and the first evidence of re- 
newed activity. on their part was the 
| appearance at the state department to- 
day of Senor Correa, Nicaraguan minis- 
ter to Washington. 

Secretary Hay never. has taken the 
ground that the negotiations with .Nica- 
ragua.and Costa Rica were terminated 
by the passage of the Spooner amend- 
mént. On the contrary, he nas felt call- 
ed on to direct the attention of the Co- 
lombian government at moments when 
the negotiations have lagged or unseemly 
delay intervened, to ‘the fact that under 
section 4 of the Spooner act, if he is un- 
able to obtain a satisfactory title from 
the Panama company. and control of the 
necessary territory in Colombia by treaty, 
then ‘he is required to obtain such terri- 
tory from Costa Rica and Nicaragua. 

The present hitch in the Colombian ne- 
gotiations has, therefore, encouraged the 
Nicaraguan contingent, and it is now 
said to be probable that to emphasize 
the repeated declaration that the act of 
congress in the passage of the Spooner 
amendmént did not’ finally commit the 
United States to the acceptance of the 
Panama route, Secretary Hay may pro- 
ceed to draw up a treaty with Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica.on the lines of the. proto- 
cols laid before the last senate, affi sub- 
mit it to the senate at ite next session 
along :with such ‘a: treaty with Colombia 
as he may be able to conclude. In this 
way tne senate itself might decide wheth- 
er or not the Colombian treaty is. satis- 
factory, ahd if it should ‘decide in the 
negative then it wih.have:at hand the 
Nicaragua-Costa Rican treaties, so that 
there will be no excuse for delay in the 
canal project. : 

As for tne Colombian negotiations, it 
can be stated that the United States has 
now come to the practical end of the con- 
censsions it is willing to make, and it has 
received from Colombia a memorandum 
noting a number of, objections to its pro- 
posed treaty. Some of-these have been 
admitted to be well taken; but the great 
majority have been -regarded as either in 
contradiction of the terms of the Spogner 
act or inadmissible for other reasons. Tne 
Colombian minister ‘here has been noti- 
fled of tne decision reached, and is expect- 
ed to make further reply, either accept- 
ing or rejecting our last proposition. The 
state department does not regard the ob- 
jections lodged by Colombia as material; 
the Colombians on their part think they 
are vital. Such, for instance, is the dif- 
ference over the tenure of the United 
States in the canal strip. This has been 
alluded to before ag one easy of adjust- 
ment, but it now appears that the Co- 
lombians do not see thelr way to accept- 
ing any of the compromising propositions 
or this potnt offered by the United States.

Appropriations Committee 
Stands by Former Action in 
Making Increases. 


The appropriations committee of the 
house yesterday afternoon, after recon- 
sidering on Wednesday evening every ap- 
propriation made, decided to stand by its 
former action.

For the school for the blind, $18,000: deaf 
and dumb school, $27,500; state sanitarfum, 
$330,000; normal schoo] at Milledgeville, 
$22,500: North Georgia Agricultura! col- 
lege, $10,000; Georgia School of Technol- 
ogy, $45,000, 

Mr. Siaton, of Fulton, was the one who 
moved that .the Tech be given an in- 
crease of $5,000 for maintenance fund. 
In addition to reaffirming these ap- 
propriations, the committee also voted to” 
make the common school fund $800,000. 
Likewise it yoted to set aside $100.000 to 
pay interest on bonds, and also to us the 
$125.000 of the public property fund re- 
maining in the treasury to pay interest 
on the bonded debt. 

Two amendments were offered to the 
motion to make the school fund $300,000. 
One of these was to cut it to $700,000, 
while the other sought to increase it to 
$900,000. Both of these amendments were 
voted down.

TELLS OF TRIAL 


Campaign of Evangelist in 
Franklin County--Christian 
Convention at Winder. 


Winder, G2., November 2.—(Special.)— 
The afternoon’ session of the Christian 
convention was well attended yesterday, 
and the first on the programme was the 
report of E..L. Shelnutt on evangelistic 
work done. under the auspices of the 
Woman's Society for Georgia Missions. 

The: report’ has .been anticipated. ever 
since the beginning of the convention, and 
the house was filled with eager listeners 
when he began.

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BY SOCIALISTS 


Came Near Securing Control 
of Labor Federation, 


Resolution Introduced by the Social- 
ists Lost by Only 400 Votes. 
President Gompers Exoner- 
ated of the Charges Made 
by Theodore Shaffer. 


New Orleans, November 20,—The social- 
ists came within 400 votes of securing the 
control of the convention of tne .imcrican 
Federation of Labor today.. The struggle 
lasted almost the entire day ang a num- 
ber of able speeches were made on both 
sides, notably those of D. A. Hayes, 
James Duncan and President Gompers 
against the socialists, and Victor Ber- 
ger, Max Hayes and W. B. Wilson, of 
the United Mine Workers, in behalf of 
the resoluéiom introduced by Delegate 
Berger and amended by Delegate Wilson 
in a manner acceptable to Berger. The 
debate lasted until 6 u’clock in the even- 
ing, when a roll call showed 4,744 votes 
against the amendment of Mr. Wilson 
and 4,344 in favor of it. The miners voted 
solidly in favor of the amendment, 

No business was transacted in fhe 
convention during the day other than 
that of the debate and the report of the 
committee which Investigated the Gom- 
pers-Shaffer trouble. 

President Gompers has been completely 
exonerated of the charges of infidelity to 
the principles of trades urtionism said to 
have been made by Theodore J. Shaffer, 
president of the Amalgamated Association 
of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers. The 
charges against Mr. Gompers fell as flat 
as a piece of dough dropped from the 
clouds. The special committee reported 
that when Mr. Shaffer appeared before 
it he had not at any time, either in writing 
or otherwise, made any charges against 
Mr. Gompers of infidelity to trades union- 
ism, nor did he desire to do so before the 
committee. 

For the time being af least all opposi- 
tion to the election of President Gompers 
has died out. Since the refusal of James 
Lynch, of the Typographical: union, to 
run for the office, no further effort has 
been made to secure a cafididate, nor is 
likely at the present time that there 
will be a rival candidate. 

From 2 o'clock in the afternoon pntil 
5:40 the debate went on, President Gom- 
pers being the last apeaker. He urged the 
inion men to adhere closely to union prin- 
ciples, declaring that their success would 
be greater than it would be if they fol- 
lowed after any doctrine other than that 
under which they were organized. 

A‘ motion made by Delegate C. H. Bar- 
ter to lay the. matter on the table was 
lost. .A roll call was demanded, the vote 


being on the adoption of the Wilson

On a Strong Demand - from Exporters 
and Spinners. 


‘FUTURES WERE VERY ACTIVE 


‘The Close Being Very Steady 12 to 
- 15 Points Higher—Manhattan 
Still Monopolizes Atten- 
tion of the Traders in 
Stocks. 


New York, November 2%.—The cottor 

market opened, firm at an advance of 4 
to 7 points and developed great activity. 
While liquidation of profitable long ac- 
counts was very heavy, everything of- 
fered was absorbed rapidly by shorts and 
investment demand. Prices rose rapidly 
until an advance of 35 to 39 points was 
apparent as compared with the low fig- 
ures of Friday. on which day January 
touched 7.90. March 7.84 and May 7.87. 
Today these positions sold, respectively, 
at 8.30, 8.20 and 8.22. The advance for 
the day at best was a matter of 13 to 16 
points. The market closed at practically 
the best prices of the session, very steady 
in tone. the net advance being 12 to 16 
points. The transactions amounted to 
about 350.000 bales. The active positions 
were March, May and July, new specula- 
tion giving these months the preference. 
The nearer positions, however, were 
bought freely by spot houses, particular- 
ly a Philadelphia concern. which has been 
a steady buyer for several days, being 
reputed short to spinners with the spot 
markets of the south still advancing on 
a strong demand from exporters and 
spinners. Today nearly all of the spot 
markets:of the south were 1-16 to 1-8, 
whileethe local market for spot advanced 
10 points, according to the public ac- 
counts, while private advices reported a 
greater advance. The upward movement 
of cotton was accelerated by very strong 
cables, disappointing receipts and unsat- 
isfactory weather accounts. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


_ New Orleans, November 20.—Spot cot- 
ton was distinctly firmer today and quite 
active. The improvement in values at 
Liverpool had an exhilerating effect upon 
local buyers. It is a noteworthy fact 
that the demand has broadened as well 
as increased, though the inquiry for high 
rades was still a feature of the market. 
here was considerable attention pajd to 
the medium and poorer grades, and a 
good bit of trading was done in lists 
classing lower than middling. Sales 10,- 
500 bales. including 2,800 to arrive. Quo- 
tations of middling and higher grades ad- 
vanced 3-l6éc, while the lower grades were 
advanced \c. 

The market for contracts was fairly 
active. Prices at the opening were 5 to 
10 points above last night's closing, with 
a decided upward tendency. The loca) tal- 
ent displayed an inclination to anticipate 
a very bullish crop estimate by the ag- 
ricultural bureau on the 4th of -Decem- 

r. and accordingly followed up every 
small break with a fresh spurt of buying. 
The market continued strong to the close. 
the board showing net gains of 15 points 
on November. 1f on December and 18 to 
(9 points on the other positions.

today was without special incident. The 

ride across the mountains over the 

Southern road was made in fast time. 
The train stopped only to change crews 

and engines. Its coming was generally 

unheralded, but there was a small crowd 
at almost every station. Several times 
the train was cheered as it swept by. 

At Chattanooga the president received 

a telegram from Newport, N. C., saying 

that the school children would turn out 
to see him. By his direction the train 

was slowed down when that place was 

reached. About two hundred little ones 
with flags in their hands were lined up 

along the track. The president stood on 

the rear platform and waved his hand 
/ and hat to them. At Stevenson, Ala., ear- 
| ly this morning a half hundred children 
| gathered around his car and begged the 
porter to let them .see the, president. The 
president, who had just gotten up, heard 
their cries, and rather than disappoint 
the little ones he stepped to the door in 
his stocking feet and said ‘‘Good-morn- 
ing’’ just as the train drew out. 

‘At Ooltewah Junction, where the train 
stopped for water, a tall, raw-boned 
mountaineer engaged the president’ in 
conversation. The Tennesseean remarked 
that the bears in Mississippi had proved 
too wild for the president. 

“Perhaps they were democratic bears 
and took to the woods upon my arrival,” 
replied the president, smiling. 


with a sister of the lieutenant colonel of 
his regiment. The president will reach 


here at 6:10 and stopped fifteen minutes. 
The president made no formal speech, 
but shook hands and exchanged compli- 


ements with a number of citizens whom 


he had met on his previous visit here. 

Superintendent Loyal, of the Asheville 
division, Southern railway, took charge 
of the car from Asheville ‘to Salisbury, 
and all the usual precautions were taken 
for a safe trip over the ountains. 

Quite a crowd, considefing the hour, 
were assembled at the depot to greet the 
president. 

President at Decatur. 

Decatur, Ala., November 20.—(Special.) 
President Roosevelt passed through here 
over the Southern at 5:4 this morning 
on his way ¢to Washington. A _ two- 
minute stop was made. Only a small 
crowd was at the depot, on account of 
the early hour. The president appeared 
and addressed the crowd, thanking De- 
ecatur citizens for the bear sent him to 
his camp on the Little Sunflower last 
Saturday night. The bearskin was dis- 
played on the side of the car. 

Roosevelt at Chattanooga. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., November 2%.— 
When the president awoke this n.orning 
his train. was in the mountains ot east 
Tennessee, homeward bound. The train 
had just stopped for water at Stevenson, 
a small place 40 miles west of Chatta- 
nooga, and ‘the school children and half 
the population were at the station. The 
president heard their calls and came -out 
of his state room in his stockinged feet 
to say good morning. 

An amusing incident occurred at Mem- 
phis last night just before the train left. 
Peter Tracey, one of the local characters 
of Memphis, who had followed the presi- 
dent's carriage all day, set off a lot of 
red fire in the station, and when the illu- 
mination was at its height presented the 
president with a box of roses. 

“Take these to the white house,” said 
he, ‘‘and give them to your superior offi- 
cer, Mrs. Roosevelt.”’ 

The president laughed heartily 
promised to do so. 

The train reached Chattanooga on time 
at 9:40 and stopped five minutes: to chamge 
engines. There was quite a crowd at the 
The president left the train and 
shook hands with a number of friends 
who were there to greet him. 

Crowd at Knoxville. 

Knoxville, Tenn., November 2%.—The 
president's train arrived here at 1 o’clock 
end departed at 1:05 o'clock.
